1. Purpose. The WASAR (ETA 9046) displays Program Year sel ected
data separately for each JTPA Title |11l Substate Area (SSA). This
information will be used to determ ne | ocal |evels of participants
and the availability and expendi tures of avail able program funds
during the program year. (Data captured on this report is
conceptually related to PY information reported for

participants/term nations in Section Ill of the WFFR.)

2. GCeneral Instructions. Annually, the Governor will submt for the
State a Title Il WASAR |isting participants and the availability and
expenditures of Title Il1l funds by SSA. States may determ ne whet her

the report is submtted on the WASAR form or as a conputer printout,
with data, including signature and title, date signed and tel ephone
nunber, arrayed as indicated on the sanple formt.

If revisions are nade to these data, after initial submttal, revised
copies of the report should be submtted to DOL as soon as possible
according to the required reporting procedures. (Submttal of a
revised WFFR for a quarter ending 6/30 reflecting changes in

avai lability, expenditures or participants usually will require
submttal of a revised WASAR(s) for the same Program Year.)

SPECI AL NOTE: For WASAR purposes, Title |11 shall
refer to SSA progranms operated with funds allocated by
t he Governor under Sections 301(c)(1)(E), 301(c)(2) and
302(d) of the Act.

The reporting period begins on the starting date of each JTPA Program
Year, as specified in Section 161 of the Act. Reports are due in the
Nati onal and Regional Ofices no |ater than 45 days after the end of
each Program Year.

Colum (A) - ETA Code

Enter, by line, the 5-digit identification code for EACH
SSA, as assigned by the Enploynment and Training

Adm ni stration (ETA).

Colum (B) - SSA Nane

Enter the nanme, as provided to ETA, for EACH SSA (as space
permts) for additional identification.

Colum (C) - SSA Participants

Enter the total nunmber of participants in the SSA who are or
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were receiving enploynment, training or services (except

post program services and foll ow-up services) funded under

Title I'll through the end of the reporting period, including
both those on board at the beginning of the designated

program year and those who have entered during the program
year. |f individuals receive concurrent enploynent,

trai ning and/ or services funded under nore than one

sub-title/program they are to be considered participants in
both sub-titles/prograns.

"Participant” nmeans an individual who has been determ ned to
be eligible to participate in and who is receiving services
(except postprogram services and follow up services) under a
program aut horized by Title Il of the JTPA. Participation
shall be deemed to comrence on the first day, follow ng
determ nation of eligibility, on which the participant began
recei ving subsi di zed enpl oynent, training or other services
provi ded under this Act.

Partici pants who have transferred fromone title to another,
or between programs of the sane title, should be recorded as
termnations fromthe title of initial participation and

included as participants in the title or programinto which
t hey have transferred, unless they are to be consi dered

concurrent participants in both titles or prograns.

Colum (D) - SSA Availability

Enter the total ampunt of all Federal funds available in
EACH SSA for Title Il activities during this Program Year.
I nclude (i) funds allocated for this Program Year; (ii)
unexpended funds, at the end of the prior programyear,
carried-in fromany prior programyear; and (iii) any
reall otnment/reall ocation that increased or decreased the
ampunt of Title 11l funds avail able for expenditure through
t he end of the program year.

NOTE: For reporting purposes, Title Ill funds include
noni es allocated to the SSA by the Governor. (Refer to
the definition in the Special Note in the CGeneral
I nstructions, above.)

Colum (E) - SSA Expenditures
Enter for EACH SSA the total accrued expenditures during the

Program Year of all Title Ill funds avail able (see above),
as entered in Colum (D) for that SSA.



NOTE: Entries will be rounded to the nearest whole
dollar. Negative entries are not acceptable. The

entry in Colum (E) must not exceed the entry in Colum
(D) for that SSA
